DR. SUN YAT-SEN, 


“AN HISTONIC SPEECH, 


The Peking Daily News publishes in’ 
tho original and ino special translation 
the historic utteranco which Princo Pu 
Lun was. delegated by the ex-Prince 
Regent, on behalf of the Imperial Family, 
to deliver on the occasion of the recent 
dinner to Dr. Sua and’ General Huang 
Hsing. 

Tho translation is ax follows :— : 

‘Tt ig a ripe saying of our Sages that 
momorable deeds are the work of memor- 
able men. The recent achiovement of Dr. 
Sun and Goncral Huang Hsing and other 
patriots in founding the Republie of 


China prove. that the ancient teachers 
have not erred. 

“The records of our spacious history 
—annals of 4,000 years and more~have, 
been studied by Dr, Sun and General 
Huang in the light of the knowledge and 


experience -- of--these-more--recent--days.- 2 


They learnt that unless China changed to 
a republican form of government, she 
would be unable to give protection to her 
people as well as prosperity, and also 


‘would fail to ‘cope with the nations of 


the world. 

“Inspired by ‘this thought, Dr. Sun 
journeyed into many lands and used his 
time and opportunities. He strove for a 
score of years and upwards with zeal and 
diligence until bo realized his object of 
establishing a Republic in China. He 
may well be compared to the illustrious 
George Washington.

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THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, 


GENERAL HEVIEW oy FOREIGN COMMERCE, 


The following is taken from the A’imnat! 
Report of the Burcau of Insular Affairs 
on the Foreign Commerce of the Philip- 
Pino Islands for tho year 1911::— 

Philippine ‘customs returns for the 
calendar year 1911 show imports of mer- 
chandize to the total value of $48,024, 407. 
Import values of iron and stcel, mineral 
oils, and rice were materially larger, but 
there were reduced imports of cattle, 
breadstuffs, coal, and cotton manu- 
factures, and tho import total fell 
$1,604,945 below that: of the high record 
established in 1910, Exports amounted to 
844,587,201 and were 83,038,828 more than 
in the previous your with marked in- 


Creuses in suger and copra t 

offset Teduced export of ratae Mad cic 
American goods were imported to the 
yalue of $19,156,987 and maintained the 
Proportion of 40 per cent. established. in 
1910. Of the increased export total, 
shipments to the United States were to 
the slightly increased proportion of 44 
per cent, and amounted to $19,827,030. 
In addition there wero imports from 
algy to the value of $387,585 and ex- 
p oe is island possession amounting 

The cotton trade in 1910 sur 
records. and -reached a valne of oes 
$10,000,000. In the reduced total of 1911 
practically, all contributors of any 
importance ‘shared in the reduction 
except the United. States and Japan. 
Textiles, which comprise the greater part 
of this trade, declined ‘from 97,013,250 to 
$6,160,277, but American goods. continued 
to show increased values and ‘Tepresented 
over half of ‘the reduced: total. The 
introduction of American’ textiles into 
the Philippines is one of the most strik- 
ing results of the dtablishment of free 
trade, with the value of these imports in 
1908 $535,476 against 83,114,293 in 1911, 

In addition to cotton there were imports 
of miscellaneous textiles to the value’ of 
somowhat less than $50,000, but though 
the tariff advantage is generally os high 
or higher, the United States haa mado 
little progress and supplied. but a 
nominal portion, with ‘wool and mis- 
cellaneous vegetable-fibre textiles chiefly 
from. the United Kingdom and other 
Furopean countries, while silke were 
from China, Japan and: France. 


Of imports of catton. for local manu- 
facture, the United States, was the source 
of supply for the raw fibre, as in past 
years; but in a yam trade aggregating 
$776,233 American yarn amounted to only 
$191, while Japan was the leading source 
and with the United Kingdom practically 
controlled the market, notwithstanding a 
tariff rate of 16 per cent. and upward. 

Reduced production of ‘rico throughout 

tho Orient, both in cuuntries dependent 
chiefly on local supply as well as those 
figuring prominently as. exporters, 
resulted in practically famine conditions 
and famine prices. Tho quantity import- 
ed during the year was actually less than 
in 1910, and in view. of -estimates*-uf: 
reduced production the decline in imports 
from 184,208 long tons to 180,772 indicates 
the influence of exceptional: prices and 
elased markets on consumption. 
_ Active development of ‘the islands is 
indicated by a further increase in 
imports of iron and steel. -The increase 
was $619,231, and the value for the year 
was $6,176,889, of which the United 
States contributed dyer two-thirds, while 
imports from the United Kingdom, Ger- 
many, and Belgium, the only other 
sources of any importance, .were slightly 
less than in 1910, The notable increase 
for the year was in the machinery group, 
and imports of sugar machinery point to 
what is being dome in this industry. 
hese imports increased_ in value, from 
$118,019 to $623,091, of which latter 
amount $254,374 was credited to’ the 
United Kingdom, $153,647 to the United. 
States, and $215,000 to Hawaii, whose 
prominence -in the scientific production 
of sugar has been attended by the manu- 
facture of equipment that has found 
favour in the East. 

A review of the reduced import total 
for the year by countries compared with 
the figures of 1910 shows that the United 
States, with 40 per cent. of the island’s 
import trade, waa the. heaviest’ loser, 
chiefly in the group of breadstuffs, The, 
reduced cotton trade was a leading factor 
in the smaller totals for the year of the 
United. Kingdom, Switzerland, and 
Spain, and together with cattle made up 
the greater. part of the heavy loss. of 
China. The volume of French trade was 
‘practically the same, while the German 
was about 10 per cont. less. Australia 
and leading Oriental countries except 
China. increased their totals. The 
Japanese increase was nominal, and rice 
entored into the larger values of French 
East. Indies, Siam, and British East 
Indies, The important and growing 
demand for cement was prominent in the 
larger total of Hongkong, but with the 
installation of modern sugar plants for 
tho production of refined sugar und of 
i cement. plant by a local company 
recently organised, it is to be expected 
that the two leading industries of the 
British port will figure less 1a Philippine 
imports than in the past. L for th

GENERAL NOGI’S LAST LETTER

Japanese letter.) Lam sure that you will 
chide mo for the preaont event.

KING COAL AND HI8 RIVAL. 


THE ADVANTAGES AND LIMITATIONS or 
OLL AS FUEL, 


eften im recent: months, o%) has 
spoken uf as the fuol of the future Gee 
the Daily Graphic), and visions have 
been. launched of a world whose work 
‘shall be done by the oil engine. In such 
an industrial inillennium jabour would 
be economised, horse-power more readily 
attained, and the smoke problem would 
vanish into clear’ air. : 

Somo of these . axpectations are 
illugory ; most of them will be attaincd 
partially only; but the future of the oi] 
engine is assured, and it will be # 
atendily improving future while the oi! 
supply lasts, or while oil remaing cheap 
compared with coal. Indeed, even when 
the cost of oil, ‘as measured by its heat- 
producing capacity, is greater than that 
of coal it will still prove a formidable 
competitor, because of its greater 
adaptability to cheaper handling, and 
because of cortain advantageous pro- 
perties as a powor-producer on which 
we shall touch. “But it ought clearly to 
be understood that there is next te no 
probability that. oi) will ‘ever supersede 
coal as a fil. Last yoar the coal- 
productign’ of the world was, roundly, 
1,000,000,000 tons, of which the United 
States produced nbont one third and tho 
United Kingdom about - one-quarter. 
But according to the most gencrous 
estitnate the world’s output of crude oil 
is not more than 43,000,000 tons—less 
than-five per cent. of the coal production. 
There is very Little, assurance that this 
percontage will be perceptibly increased, 
or, indeed, permanently maintained, 

Oi] is sooner or later exhausted in any 
restricted locality, and there is no 
guarantee, ‘nor, we think, ony great 
likelihood, that’ oil deposits will he 
found to attain the wide distribution or 
plentifulness of coal. The world’s oil ia 
thorefore to be regarded as a convenient: 
Juxury rather than as an inexhaustible 
gift, It will reinforce coal; it cannot 
supersede it. : 

USE IN THE NAVY. 

Having uttered this warning we may 
turn to the more grateful task. of ap- 
praising the value of oil fuel for-certarn, 


the Navy and for marine purposes io 
general, One of the chief advantages 
of oil .iy its high calorific value, 
its heating capacity, The best oils 
have double the -heating capacity, of 
the inferior cvals, 9 and are thirty 
per cent, better than the best coal. 
Moreover, it can be fired mechanically 5 
it makex no ash or clinker. It can bo 
burned, at its highest rate or iv can be 
entirely turned off in a moment, “In 
other worda, there is’ practically. no 
wasle, Furthermore, a very large power 
of Loilers, fed by oil. fuel, requires very 
sittle labour in the stokehol, - 

Its udvantages in warships have been 
concisely summarised: ‘by Sir Fortescue 
Flannery. The problem that confronts 
fr evary designer of a, warship is the com- 
bination of the maximum speed, arme- 
‘ment, ammunition supply, protection 
and range of action, in the amallest and 
least! expensive hull. Therefore, any ré- 
duction of weight and space of E 
a saving. The first reduction is that if 
the weight of Eucl carried, since oil is 
lighter, heat unit for heat unit, than 
coal, and 36 cubic feet of oil are equiva~ 
lent to 67 cubic feet of coal as usually 
stored in ships’ bunkers. The range of 


‘| action of a ship. os measured by the de- 


ercased dead weight or useless cubic 
space it has to carry, is proportionately 
increased. Moreover, the ship’s comple- 
ment would be reduced by the almost 
complete abolition of the stoker rank 
and file. In their place skilled. stokers 
capable of attending to the oil engines 
and oil’ burners, under the direction of 
sripi neers would be substituted, 

astly, re-bunkering at sea—so anxious 
& problem with coal—would be made 
easy, because thero is no difficulty under 
ordinary conditions of weather in pump- 
ing oil from a storeship to a warship 
in mid-ocean. Three hundred tons an 
hour is quite a common rate of delivery. 
One of Sir F. Flannery's points, that of 
the reduction of stokers, has already 
received confirmation on oil-fed ships 
employed in the mercantile marine. The 
stokohold complement has been reduced 
from thirty-two to eight. The exporience 
of the naval manceuvres has nlso shown 
that when it has beea necessary 10 main- 
tain a high rate of speed over a length 
of time the use of oil fuel relieves 
enormously the strain on the stokers, 


GAIN TO MERCHANT GHIPS, 


The gain to merchant’ ships in the 
matter of space ig more important and 
more. emphatic than in warships. A 
first-class Atlnntic liner, for example: 
will gain 1,000 tons for freight and 
100,000 cubic feot of space by the sub- 
stitution of oil for coal. There is, in 
addition, the saving in time when coal- 
ing, a saving of labour in getting coal 
from, bunker to boiler furnace, and a 
saving Of wear and tear to apparatus, 

The principal gain, however, to ‘war- 
ship and liner alike, as well ag to some 
other, forms of industrial activity of 
which electric undertakings arg the fret 
example, lies in the adaptability of oil 
to furnishing a large amount of heat 
very quickly, Liquid fuel can immense- 
ly increase the steam production of a 
boiler at short notice. If a large de- 
mand for steam is made on a boiler for 
a short time ij may be cheaper to con- 
sume fuel at a high rate for a short time 
than to'employ more boiler power, Coal 
ean be employed to raise this extra tem- 
perature; but coal cannot be fired at 
abnormal rates with case. There aro 
yarious reasong for thia disability, which 
iis not, however, exist in the case of 
on, " 

There are other obvious advantages. 
For example, to secure a good fire with 
solid fuel thero must be a thick bed of 
incandescent fuel on the grate, and this 
ean be built! up only with comparative 
slowneas, and when ita duty is over ib 
Temains more or yess a wasted force.
